CAMPAIGN LITERATURE ORDINANCE 
SPARKS VIGOROUS COUNCIL DEBATE

Preparations for the coming city election on September 17 
occupied the attention of council at its regular meeting on Mon- 


day, August 5. 


The actions of council included designation of 


Center School as the polling place, authorization of the use of 
three voting machines, appointment of election clerks and judge, 
and instructions to the city manager to put the finishing touches 


on an ordinance governing the distribution and publication 


campaign material. 

The last item generated the most 
discussion. Councilman Bill Phil- 
lips raised a question as to the 
constitutionality of the ordinance, 
citing a Supreme Court decision 
declaring unconstitutional a_ simi- 
lar ordinance enacted by a Cali- 
fornia municipality. 

The ordinance, as revised by the 
city manager, leaves out any ref- 
erence to the distribution of false 
information,, but simply requires 
the identification of the person er 
organization responsible for pub- 
lishing or distributing campaign 
literature in connection with a city 
council election or referendum. 
Penalties of not more than $100 
or not more than 30 days imprison- 
ment are provided. 


Unconstitutional ? 


Bernie Bordenet, taking up where 
Phillips left off, pulled out the 
text of the Supreme Court decision 
which, in effect, said that it was 
unconstitutional and an _ infringe- 
ment of free speech to forbid the 
distribution of anonymous handbills 
or leafiets. The decision observed 
in a historical footnote that the 
Federalist papers were written un- 
der pseudonyms and might have 
run afoul of such an ordinance. 


Howard Chasanow noted, how- 

ever, that the Supreme Court de- 
cision made a distinction between 
ordinances directed at the general 
distribution of printed material 
and ordinances directed at regula- 
ting specific election practices, 
which apparently are constitutional. 
The decision, furthermore, took 
cognizance of the fact that 36 
States, including Maryland, have 
enacted Corrupt Practices Acts, 
which apparently -have not been 
challenged successfully. 
James K. Giese 
stated that the language of the 
proposed ordinance was taken 
directly from the Maryland Cor- 
rupt Practices Act 


City manager 


Purpose 
Bordenet then asked how the 
violators of the law would be dis- 
covered since they were circulating 
unsigned material. 


In reply, councilman Ben Gold- 
faden stated that the objective of 
the ordinance was to put every- 
one on notice that the city frowned 
upon the practice of distributing 
anonymous campaign material. The 
ordinance, he admitted, may not 
be perfect, but it would serve as a 
guide and warning and perhaps 
dissuade persons from engaging in 
such practices He said, “If a 
leaflet is distributed on my door- 
step, I want to Know who prepared 
it’. His remarks were made more 
pointed by Rita Fisher, recently- 
announced candidate for council, 
who declared, “If I am going to be 
slandered, I want to know by 
whom” 


Bordenet then pointed out that 
the ordinance would not cover all 
situations, such as slander through 
telephone calls or by word of 
mouth. Moreover, he wanted to 
know why editorials in newspapers 
should not also be signed. Maybe 
Francis White replied that edi- 
torials are identified as the product 
of the newspaper (the masthead 
of most newspapers contains the 
names of those persons responsible 
for editorial policy). 

During the discussion, a techni- 
cal question was raised as to how

campaign material should be iden- 
tified to meet the requirements of 
the proposed ordinance. The ordi- 
nance as drafted called for the 
names of all the officers of the 
committee or organization pub- 
lishing or distributing the material. 
The council thought the name of 
one officer or one person associa- 
ted with the committee would 
suffice. It was also asked whether 
the identification “by authority of 
the candidates” would meet the 
requirements. 


City manager Giese was directed 
to prepare clarifying language so 
that the council could take action 
at its next meeting on August 19. 

Election officials 

The council decided to expand 
the number of election clerks from 
o to 7. Appointed were Evelyn 
Barcus, Marion Moraz, Ada Snyder, 
Belva Weisel, Shirley Clute, and 
Margaret A. Feeney. A _ seventh 
clerk will be appointed later. Mae 
Zoellner was. appointed judge of 
election. Rate of pay was deter- 
mined as $30 for the judge and 
$25 for the clerks. 


Personnel Plan 

The council adopted for first 
reading an ordinance establishing a 
personnel system for the city. This 
ordinance consolidates and revises 
all the personnel regulations of 
the city. The ordinance was first 
drafted by the Maryland Technical 
Advisory Service and reviewed 
and revised extensively by the City 
Manager, the Personnel Board, and 
the city council. An ad hoe com- 
mittee consisting of Bill Hoff, 
Bordenet, and Al Herling also 
reviewed the document. 

The. crdinance, consisting -of= 206 
sections, defines the role of the 
city manager, the city council, the 
Employee Relations Board, and. 
the Personnel Advisory Board in 
matters of personnel administra- 
tion and policy. It also defines the 
manner and kinds of appointments 
to city service, holidays, annual 
leave, sick leave, and other fringe 
benefits. ) 

The ordinance further defines 
causes for disciplinary action and 
procedures for establishing and 
maintaining a compensation plan 
and a position classification plan 
for the city. 


Planning Board 

The council appointed Cyril 
Kovalchik, 4-F Hillside, to the 
vacancy on the Advisory Planning 
Board caused by the death of 
Charles M. Cormack. His term 
will run to October 1965. Koval- 
chik is an elementary school prin- 
cipal and has had planning ex- 
perience in connection with school 
and county matters. He was 
nominated by Goldfaden and there 
were no other nominations. 


Mayor White noted that another 
vacancy on the APB would be 
created by the resignation of Ber- 
nard Sisco. He put into nomination 
Mrs. Velma Chapman, 35 Ridge, 
and asked the council to submit 
other nominations by the next 
meeting. Mrs. Chapman has been 
active in GHI committees. 

Boxwood 

The council accepted an agree- 
ment with Charles Bressler, de- 
veloper of Boxwood Village, for 
the conveyance of 9 acres in fee 
simple to the city. This strip of 
land lies between Boxwood = and 
Lakewood subdivisions. The coun- 
cil asked that the agreement with 
Bresler regarding the pavement of 
Ridge road be drawn up and sign- 
ed before the city recommends ap- 
proval of Bresler’s zoning request 
to the county commissioners. 

Swimming Pooi 

The council postponed final ac- 
tion on the ordinance providing for 
a swimming pool reconstruction 
bond issue in order to get the views 
of the Recreation Advisory Board. 
A tentative meeting of council to 
consider final passage was schedu-~ 
led for next Monday.

STREET RENAMING 
To the Editor: 

Several weeks ago the News Re- 
view wrote of a proposed change 
in the name of a street, in a new 
development being planned in 
Greenbelt. At that time, this de- 
velopment was the center of . a 
zoning controversy, and the pro- 
posed new name was that of a 
serving county commissioner, a 
well respected citizen of Greenbelt. 

I would like here to cast my 
vote against such a name switch. 
Assuming all parties act in good 
faith, it is still almost inevitable 
that such a renaming will cause 
speculations and rumors. In a 
city such as ours, hearsay has a 
persistence matched by few docu- 
mented facts, and the new name 
will serve it as a constant remin- 
der. If indeed we wish to honor 
a deserving person, let this be 
done in a manner free from any 
controversy. 

There is, however, one renaming 
which, it seems, would be very 
timely. As announced in the News 
Review (June 27, 1963), the God- 
dard Space Flight Center is now 
being incorporated in the city of 
Greenbelt: It would be altogether 
fitting and proper to mark this 
event by naming one of the city’s 
streets .after the pioneer of the 
space age whose name the center 
bears. Almost singlehandedly, Dr. 
Goddard had developed and tested 
in the period between the two 
world wars, those principles of 
rocket. flight which now help in 
putting Americans in orbit and on 
the moon and in making the name 
Goddard Space Flight Center, 
Greenbelt, Maryland familiar to 
scientists all over the world. 

The road leading to the Space 
Flight Center, Glenn Dale road, 
is presently being converted into 
a,4-lane divided highway. When 
this work is finished, let it be re- 
dedicated to honor the name _ of 
Robert H. Goddard.

The Council may by 
ordinance provide that any or all offices or departments may be com- 
bined subject to separation, whenever, in the opinion of the Council, 
the conduct of the business of the city shall so require. The City 
Manager may hold any office or combination of offices. 

(b) The Council may change or abolish any office or department 
established by ordinance and may prescribe, distribute, or discontinue 
the functions and duties of offices and departments so established. 
Additional functions and duties may be assigned by ordinance to offices 
and departments established by this charter but no function or duty 
assigned by this charter to a specific office or department shall be 
discontinued or assigned to any other office or department by ordi- 
nance. (The Council shall classify all persons employed by the city 
and establish a schedule of uniform compensation rates for like serv- 
ices with maxima and minima for each class of positions. Subject te 
such schedule, the City Manager shall fix the compensation of all such 
employees on the basis of efficiency and seniority.)
